Gospel's 
Life-Giving 
Power 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 


Here and there in the New Test- 


ament, in many places in 
fact, 


there are verses or passages that 
stand out superbly. They offer the 
oncentrated expression ot a great 
fact, a great experience, an ex- fc. 
hortalion to righteousness, 
and 


Christian living, or an inspiration- 
al incentive of encouragement and 
uplifting power. 


Such a verse is John 3:16, with 


its assertion of God's love for the 
world, and 
the 
gift of His Son. 


Many passages, especially in Payl's 
Epistles, 
are 
deeply 
moving in 


their exhortations. One, where Paul 
tolls how strength can be made 
perfect in weakness ill Corinthians 
12:9) 
is particularly encouraging i 


for those who are well aware of 
their weakness, but who lack Paul's 
inherent strength. 
Though Paul 


makes it plain that his strength 
was more God-given and God-in- 
spired than of any natural endow- 
ment. 


But here I am concerned chiefly 


with one brief verse in which is 
expressed all the reality and pow- 
er of the Gospel experience, the 
hiet ol what uclief in Christ and 
the acceptance of His message of » 
salvation can do for man. It is 
11 Corinthians 5:17; "Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature; old things are passed 
away; 
behold all the things are 


become new." 


A marginal 
translation makes 


this even stronger. It says, "If any 
man be in Christ, there is a new 
creation." It is not only the man 
who is changed, but he is in a new 
world. II is a new world in his 
knowledge of God. It is a new 
•\& 


world 
in his love of truth, 
and 


especially a new world in his out- 
look on life, and in his attitude 
toward his fellowmen. It is what 
the 
Apostle 
John, 
formerly 
the 


man of intense ambition to be a- 
head of his fellow disciples (see 
Matthew 
20:20-24), 
had 
in mind 


when he wrote in 1 John 3:14, "We 
know that we have passed from 
earth unto life, because we love 
the brethercn." It is what observers 
of Jesus said 
(Mark 2:12): "We 
* 


never saw it on this fashion." 


What does it mean to be "in 


Christ'".' Scholars say it is as if it 
referred to the place in which one 
lives. Christ is the environment of 
the new man in precisely that sen- 
se. "If ye love Me," said Jesus, 
"Keep My 
commandments." To 


live in Christ is to seek the guid- 
ance of His spirit and follow His 
example. 


Two tilings Impress me strongly 


about the verse. One is the limit- * 
less nature ot the experience. 
It 


is not limited to the few, or favor- 
ed, but it is for "any man." That 
is borne out in the experience of 
all sorts of men, even of great 
sinners, who have found the new

life. 


And the other thing is the clear, 


effective expression of the nature 
and meaning of salvation. Too of- 
ten, salvation is made a matter 
of safety and redemption in some 
experience beyond this life, a be- 
ing saved from hell, or some fu- 
ture disaster, without much refer- 
ence to moral and spiritual reality. 


I do not discuss the matter ol 


death-bed repentance, or some last- 
moment event thai may assure fu- 
ture salvation. But here the impli- 
cation and meaning are plain. Sal- 
vation is a matter of new life in 
Christ. It is a moral and spiritual 
experience of regeneration. What 
lies beyond this earthly life may 
be left to God; but God's will and 
God's provision in Christ and tho 
Gospel is that here and now for 
each of us there may be a new life 
and a new creation.
